I8 OUTCOME—ZOOLOGICAL STATIONS IX RUROPE
AND AMERICA—THN VILLA REALE AND THE
CRAESAPEAKE MARINE LABORATORIES—A GREAT
WOLK FOR BCIENCE.

The Summer-school idea originnted, so far
&8 Amariea is coneernsd, at Harvard Uuiversity, One
member of ite sclentifie stall, Professor N, B, Blnler,
sagposted 1o another, Profossor Lonis Agnasic, the es-
tablshiment and malntenancs during the Bummer vacs-
tion of » seaside laboratory st Nuntueket, for tho ben-
efit plike of university sfudenis and of hers of soi-
enee in the seoondary sohools, The iden fitted 8o well
with the views of Professor Agassiz in regard (o methiods
of stady and the training of teachers of untural sclence,
thiat he at once set about its tulfiiment. The generous
interest of Mr, Johu Aunderson, of New-York, was so
stimulated by THE TRIBCNE'S account of Profesnor
Axnesiz’s plans and desires, that the Iatter, in April,
1878, found himiwulf in possession of §50,000 wod Peul-
Xeso Island, In Buzzard's Bay, with whioh to embody
bis st The Audesson School of Natural History was
opened nt Penikese July 8, 1873, Of tho 150 applicauts
ouly 50 could be reoelved, and of these 40 were leaol-
ore ; & third of thom wore ladies, and ten of them wore
young men propariog forn selentific carcer.

taral sclence; they are dungerous fu that they effer
strong temptations ta enthusiastic but often fugged and
faded teachers and students to work onder or up to &
tension which may prove a breaking strain. The care
sud labar of the session doubtless shoriened the great
natuealiat’s life, During the scssiou Professor Azasilz
wrote to Dr. Dohm, of Naples, ** Next year physical,
chemical, snd physiological laboratories will b con-
strueted.” That next vvar never came, for on Deccmber
